FCU, where used in
thislisting, is the abbreviation for Federal Credit Union.

OWNERS OF PROPERTY PRESUMED ABANDONED SHOULD CONTACT
THE HOLDER DIRECTLY TO CLAIM THEIR PROPERTY

Proof of claim must be presented by the owner to the holder before April 20,
2006. If proof of claim is not presented by the owner to the holder and/or if the owner’s
right to receive the property is not established to the holder’ s satisfaction before the
above prescribed date, the abandoned property will be placed in the custody of the
Director of Finance, State of Hawaii, no later than May 1, 2006. All proof of claims must
then be submitted to the Director of Finance, State of Hawaii.
